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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but are not persuasive. Applicant has argued that it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have placed the 
electroactive polymer strips of either Maseda or Couvillon under the balloon of Maseda as claimed. Examiner respectfully disagrees for 
the reasons previously made of record. Applicant has argued that the electrically actuated members of Couvillon do not radially expand 
as claimed. In the Figure 4 embodiment of Couvillon, they would radially expand in a configuration that closely resembles configuration 
500 in Maseda. Applicant has argued that the Figure 7A-B electrically actuated members of Couvillon would cause a balloon to fold upon 
expansion. This is not understood. However, in the Figure 4 configuration of the Couvillon electrically actuated members, a balloon could 
not be caused to fold because the actuators do not substantially change length - please note the disclosure at the end of paragraph 0053 
in Couvillon. For these and other reasons made of record, the rejection is respectfully maintained. 
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
